24P24AN Tueſday laſt at night his Majeſty, 
34. came ſafe ro Shrewsbury from Che- 
fer, And upon Warrant: oranted 
out the Friday before, moſt part of 
the Gentry, Clergy, Freeholders, 
and ſubſtantiall inhabitants ofthe County appea- 
red before him laſt Wedneſday at Shrewsbury, 
ina Meadow called the Gay, where his Majeſty, 
2nd the Prince came in Perſon, and made a ſhort 
Speech, which the Crowd being great, 1 could 
heare little of, but the ſubſtance of that he intend- 
edto ſpeak was put in writing, and read tothe 
People, which was to this effet : That ſuch was 
the inſolencies of a rebellious and malignant party 
arainſt him, who had robbed and ſpoiled hizs of his 
goods, and kept his revenues from him, and had now 
ſet forth an Army ,nmarching azainſt him, that n 
he was enforced to defire the ayde and relicfe of his 
good ſubjects, to ſupply him in this neceſvity, for the 
defence and ſafety of his Perſon, the preſerva biowe, 
the true Religion, and maintenance of our Laws,4 
Liberties, hoping they would be as liberall to ther 
abilities in ſupplying him, as others that were grows 
wanton with plenty, had been bountifullto maintain 
War againſt him, but yet rather then he would Pu 
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200 heavy a preſſure upon his good (ub ects, he would 
proof oh, we 0 ſei jet » bu: Can

dawn, with Swords and Piſtols, Muskets, and

RAGZEprember > 17 here was newes thar the 
fs =. Cavaliers werecome out of Sherbvjiy 
a2 Caſtle; whichvmade' Exeter prepare 
4s themſelves, but their purpoſe was to- 
ward -Minhead,; andefrom thence to Wales, but 
they. were. prevented by the Earle of Bedford; 
Tr , only-the Lo:Marqueſſe, the Lo: Pailet, 
Sir: Þob#: Stdwell with others, eſcaped” ro Min- 
head ox Sunday night, Sept.25. much threatning 
the Town ragive them paſſage, or they would 
hreahe:Fownh:ſo that. at-length got awiy itn'7

Txoopes, anda fewraken prifoners;bur alas, they 
arcquite:worne out;for their Horſes pine away, 
and, waxe fecble'forr want of fodder; * forthe 
Country would hardly relieve them, though Hf 
carryed themſelves very peaceably, and paid to 2 
Mite.fdraviiat theyrboke;zwhich made the Coun” 
trey the more compaſſionate on them. Byrt oy 
Munday, the 26. the Troopers Tame to Mowlton, 
where they had notice of 3.or 4.Capraines,being 

at 
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atthe Lady Pollards, where they preſently rode 
toward her houſe, and found them there fitting ar 
Dinner, and took them Priſoners, with Sir Hugh 
herſon, and carryed them to Moulton, purpoſing 
tobring them to the Parliament, bur they rifled 
the Ladies houſe, and tooke away grear ſtore of 
Linnen,and other implements,and all the Horſes, 
Bridles, Saddles, Halters, and all Horſe furni- 
turethat was to be found in houſe or field were 
carryed away, bur the next day it was reſtored 
zpaine, as much as conld be found our, rhough 
notall, 8&:c. On Tueſday they rooke Sir Ralph 
Siddenham Priſoner, but Baſſet was fled, he being 
the only man for the Array, none ſo eager in pur- 
ſuance thereof as he ; and ſince we heare the Earl 
of Bath is taken Priſoner alſo, truly I muſt needs 
ſay he was a very peaceable, courteous Noble 

and ſo well and quietly hath carryed him- 
ſelfe in this Commiſion, what ever the Countr 
ay of him, but thus much I muſt needs ſay,rhoſe 
men will never get renowne and credit againe of 
their Countrey ; bur in this mean time the Cava- 
liers have recovered Cormwall,and were entertain- 
edat Sir Bevill Greenviles, and now have a very 
ſtrong Caſtle there, ſo that it will be in vain for 
the Troopers to purſue them , without great 
__ and the longer they delay,the more they 
will be fortified, ſo that it will be the more diffi- 
cult totake them ; I wiſh we had peace, and ſo: 
the God of peace grant us peace. Amen. 
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
